During this period, one of the most outstanding 
attacks by the Blue Shirts upon the *“Left* was the 
disappearance of Miss Ting Ling ( Jy 5h ),@a 
well-known Leftist writer, and her paramour named 
Manu Feng, who, it was believed, were abducted 
from No. 7, Quinsan Gardens, off North Szsechuen 
Rend, on May 14, 1055 dy Ma smo Wa ( EAL).

in the Freneh Concession, believed to be at the hands 
of Blue ‘ghsrt. agents. 

As 6 retaliation, Ma ghao Wu and his successor 
_ Wong Yung Ewa ( +. AL ) were respectively asstissinated 
in the settlement by emissaries of the Chinese 
Communist Party. Their deaths, no doubt, meant 
a “severe blow to the activities of the Blue shirt 
Society in Shanghai.

The Blue shirt Society has been inactive, 
not only in Shanghai, but in China as @ whole, since 
early 1938. General Chiang Kai-shek had in 
1938 caused the establishment of an organization 
under the title of “The San Min Chu I Youth Group" 
(= i 3. a4 4) Which is an independent organ 
but nominally under the Kuemintang with General Chiang 
as its heade The purpose of this organization 
is to promote good citizenship to supplement the New 
Life Movement, of which he is the sponsore The 
important work of the Group consists of the pro- 
motion of civil service, collection of intelligence 
and the guarding @gainst political thoughts opposing 
to the gan Min Chu I (Three People's Principles). 

It is possible that some youthful members of 
the now defunct “Blue shirt society" have been 
ineaxpewsited into the Group. Nothing is to ery 
however, that would indieate that the Group is

The authority of administering these 
organizations was vested in the executive members 
of the local Tangpu who,in the execution of their 
duties, worked hand in glove with the leading members 
of the local branch of the Blue shirt Society. 


While the Chinese Youth Strength Society 
(1) was dissolved following the death of Wu Shing 
Yah in August, 1936, who was concurrently director 
of the Society, the other two organizations, it is 
known, definitely ceased to exist in Shanghai at 
the end of 1937, in consequence of the withdrawal 
of the Chinese armed forces from the Shanghai Area. 
It may be added that although a few individual 
members of these organizations might still be in 
hiding in this city, there is no indication that 
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The “Blue Shirt Society" was established in 
1931 with a view to achieving an effective "Party 
Rule" and was sponsored by Chiang Kai-shek with a 
number of his most ardent supporters. This 
Society was a secret organization and enly operated 
within the Kuomintang, its main object being to create 
a “strong Kuomintang feeling among the rank and file 
in the Army". When this was accomplished the 
warlords and their abuse of military power would be 
fefeated. 

fhe Society eventually became very powerful 
in most of the Provinces of China and caused mast of 
the militarists to swear anew their allegiance to 
the National Government and to obey the Kuominteg- 

Brm ches were established in Shanghai, Nmking, 
Henkow and Cgten and in eome instances the society 
members were known to have removed political and 
military opponents of the Kuomintam g- 

The Society was most active in Shanghai unde r 
the teddership of Wu Shing Ya (G39 ), chief or 
the Bureau of Social wn ds the Shanghai City 
Government from 1932 toe 1934/lapsed after that and 
lest its chief through death on August 1936. Pan 


_ Kung Chan, then Deputy to w Shing Yah, became Chie # 


of the Society but did nothing te further its 
activities ani nothing ws heard of the society until 
early in 1938 when Pan Kung Chan and most of his 
folaewers departed fer Chungking, where he had been 
ordered te preceed by the Gevernnent.
